still the Motown era as far as the kids are concerned. It 
will be more impromptu than anything else.'' 

As one of six brothers of the locally-based Cape 
Verdean rhythm-and-blues group Tavares, Tiny recorded 
several gold and platinum records with his siblings in 
the 1970s and even captured a coveted Grammy Award 
for their work on the famous Saturday Night Fever motion 
picture soundtrack, performing their own take on the Bee 
Gees' "More Than A Woman." Prior to that high-profile 
gig, the band had already cemented its place in music 
history with several of their own signature hits include 
"Heaven Must Be Missing An Angel," "Check It Out" and 
"She's Gone," a number penned by the then-unknown 
writing duo of Daryl Hall and John Oates. Although Hall 
and Oates would later record their own version of the 
song in 1976, Tavares first took the song to number one on 
the R&B charts in 1974. 

Tiny and his brother Ralph will be joining lo- 
cal talents from Rochester and Marion like Sara Achorn, 
Skyler Callahan, Jillian Jensen and Jessica Walther dur- 
ing Sunday's performance. As members of the non-profit 
Voices in Time ensemble, the girls are carrying on a 
16-year tradition providing wholesome, old-fashioned en- 
tertainment to a variety of community, private and senior 
venues in the South Coast area. Comprised of 38 vocal 
students. Voices in Time is led by vocal coach Sharon 
Jensen of Rochester.

December 15. There was even some debate as to whether 
the entire board needed to be present to vote — a notion 
with which Chairman Joseph Napoli, who announced he 
would not be present December 15, disagreed. Co-Chair- 
man Peter Winters also said it would set a bad precedent 
to require a full board to take any vote and all they need 
is a simple majority of the quorum present. 

Despite the Planning Board's best intentions to 
vote on the status of the Dunkin' Donuts proposal with 
a full quorum of six out of seven members, however, the 
owners put the brakes on the process by making a formal 
request in writing that the full board vote on the matter. 

"I hereby request that your discussion scheduled 
for Monday, December 15 be continued to Monday, Janu- 
ary 5, 2009,'' wrote Attorney Leo Scarry in a letter that 
was read into the record. 

Attorney Leo Scarry declined further comment on 
his reasons for requesting a continuance. 

"Fm more than happy with them continuing it," 
Chairman Winters said. "This doesn't effect our deadline, 
because they haven't filed anything yet." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to con- 
tinue the hearing as requested. 

But Planning Board member Tom Magauran took 
the opportunity to present a historical timeline of the proj- 
ect as a means to clear up some misconceptions about the 
ongoing Dunkin' Donuts application process. 

"One of the things that's been clear to me in 
speaking to people on this, is that we've talked quickly 
through the process," Mr. Magauran said. "A lot of 
people I've spoken to in the public have been confused 
about the process. I was hoping to just go through it, step 
by step, to clear things up." 

Mr. Magauran explained this began with an ap- 
plication filed in 2000 by the Sardinha Family Trust for

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a Dunkin' Donuts franchise at 450 Wareham Street. The 
initial application was for two buildings on the site and 
at the time Marion's by-laws required them to go before 
both the Planning Board (for a site plan) and Zoning 
Board of Appeals (for special permits). 

The Planning Board approved the 2000 site plan, 
subject to the approval of the ZBA's special permits. But 
the ZBA denied the special permits, making the site plan 
null and void. The applicant then filed an appeal of the 
ZBA's decision which was recently settled in their favor. 

A second application was filed in 2006 while their 
appeal was still pending. This plan did not include the 
controversial drive-through option and was for two build- 
ings onsite — one of which was a bank. This proposal.

however, was denied by the Planning Board due to safety 
considerations over the drive-through. 

Mr. Magauran noted the recent settlement that 
was reached with the ZBA would include the drive- 
through, but not the second bank building, although he's 
yet to read the exact details of that settlement. 

"There are changes to the plan in addition to the 
second building being removed,'' Mr. Magauran said. 
"We are all waiting for that language of the settlement 
to come forward. Regardless, the Planning Board would 
still need to review the site plan. What's happened is the 
applicant has come forward and they've asked us to con- 
sider whether these changes are minor or major." 

The Planning Board had been prepared to vote on 
this distinction on December 15 — with a clear majority 
leaning in favor of a "major" designation based on prior 
discussions — which would, in turn, require a site plan 
review. 

"The applicant has indicated to us that if it is 
considered a major change, they will abandon their settle- 
ment and go back to court," Mr. Magauran said. "I think 
everyone here, all things being equal, would agree this is 
a major change — the threat of litigation hanging over us 
notwithstanding. " 

Mr. Magauran added that even if the applicants 
decide to take the matter back to court, it wouldn't be a 
foregone conclusion that it would end up in their favor. 

"There are three possible outcomes if they go

back to court/' Mr. Magauran said. "One, they win and 
they have to proceed with the project with two buildings, 
one of which is a bank. No one's opening banks in Marion 
right now (and) they're not going to want to build a bank. 
Second, the court remands it back to the town to work 
things out between the Planning Board and ZBA. Third, 
they lose. And if they lose, as I understand it, this project 
is off the table. So they risk everything by going back to 
court." 

The Planning Board continued the Dunkin' 
Donuts hearing to their next regular meeting on Monday, 
January 5, 2009 at 7:15 pm.

Tri-Town Selectmen's Meeting 

December 11, 2008

A joint meeting of the Tri-Town Boards of Select- 
men was called to order in the Media Room of Old Roch- 
ester Regional High School on Thursday, December 11 at 
7:07 pm by Marion Selectmen Chairman Jonathan Henry. 
Also present from Marion were Selectman Roger Blanch- 
ette. Selectman Steve Gushing and Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson. Present from Mattapoisett were Selectman 
Steve Lombard, Selectman Jordan Colly er, and Town Ad- 
ministrator Michael Botelho. Present from Rochester were 
Selectman Brad Morse and Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera. Absent from Mattapoisett was Selectman 
George Randall. Absent from Rochester were Selectman 
Richard Nunes and Selectman Dan McGaffey. 

The boards first signed and unanimously ap- 
proved the minutes of their September 24, 2008 meeting. 

At 7:08 pm the board met with Norman Hills on 
behalf of the regional Wind Power Study Committee for 
an update.

Mr. Hills said. "Mattapoisett started with their Wind 
Committee and (Marion) started shortly thereafter. Mat- 
tapoisett ended up getting a Meteorological (MET) Tower 
down at the park and we managed to get one installed 
here at ORR High School. We collected data for one year 
and the end result was we needed a 14.5-mile-per-hour 
wind source at 50 meters. Ours didn't meet muster." 

Mr. Hills said they've been looking at other 
potential locations for a wind turbine in both Marion and 
Mattapoisett, but they need to get the wind speed data 
first. "They told us at our regional meeting in September 
that at 100 meters our results came back at 12.6 miles-per- 
hour ... so it's still below what they're willing to accept," 
he said. ''They sort of implied that they're going to choose

a site or two and do a more in-depth analysis. They may 
be interested in a tri-town project (at the high school), but 
if the wind isn't there, it's not worth it. We're still wait- 
ing for the final report, but the collection of data here at 
ORR is done. In Marion we're trying to get a MET Tower 
installed at another site." 

Noting that a nearby wind turbine at Mass Mari- 
time Academy has been running quite efficiently, Mr. 
Hills said the wind speed in that area consistently ranges 
from about 14 to 22 miles-per hour. 

'T really don't know if (ORR High School) is a 
viable site," Mr. Hills said. "Mechanically, the turbines 
probably aren't going to get much better." 

Next on the agenda, the board discussed the po- 
tential for establishing a regional dispatch center. 

"There's a lot of money available out there for 
communities that want to establish a regional dispatch 
center," Rochester Town Administrator Richard LaCam- 
era said. "We've been discussing it internally as a way of 
saving money." 

"In the past I know it's been discussed," Mat- 
tapoisett Selectman Steve Lombard said. "If we're going 
to conduct a study, I'm more inclined to have the police 
chiefs and fire chiefs involved. I have concerns because 
not only do we have police and fire, but also our Harbor- 
master's department to consider. I'd just as soon let them 
work together to see if it's viable."

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onboard with their regional dispatch center, which is a 
very well-run operation/' Mattapoisett Selectman Jordan 
Collyer said. 

"I recently visited the Rochester dispatch center 
and I was super-impressed with the operation that goes 
on in Rochester right now/' Marion Selectman Roger 
Blanchette said. "I, for one, feel that is the way to go. Op- 
erating a regional dispatch office the way Rochester does 
would be a big cost savings to the three towns. But we 
have the situation where the individual police chiefs and 
fire chiefs don't want it. Let's face it." 

"My intent wasn't to say that we can't dictate 
public safety," Selectman Collyer said. "We need to un- 
derstand what the needs of our town are first." 

"The chiefs are going to want to protect their own 
individual departments," Selectman Blanchette said. 

"I can't disagree with you more," Selectman Lom- 
bard said. "We built a system that services the Town of 
Mattapoisett. When it comes to regionalization, I think it's 
incumbent upon the chiefs to look into it and come back 
to us with a recommendation." 

"If there's money available to do a feasibility 
study, then we should urge them as their employers that 
this is a potential cost-saving measure we'd like them to 
look into," Selectman Collyer added. 

Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson sug- 
gested that Mr. LaCamera look into funding options avail- 
able for a feasibility study.

"Some of these ideas sound great on paper, but 
they're not that easy to implement/' Selectman Lombard 
said. ''I have no problem having the Town Administra- 
tors getting together and calling a meeting with each 
town's public safety officials to see what needs to be done 
to implement this. In my opinion, the regional dispatch 
center has to run without input from the Boards of Select- 
men. That's how it has to operate." 

"That's the problem with any regional effort," 
Marion Selectman Jonathan Henry agreed. "The lines of 
authority get blurred. I remember reading an article in The 
Boston Globe a few years back saying how there were more 
regional dispatch centers in Massachusetts than there are 
cities and towns." 



"I think it depends on the structure," Mr. LaCam- 
era said. "They've recently changed the laws regarding 
intermunicipal agreements, so that's going to be a big 
benefit to cities and towns that want to work together. 
When you think about our three towns, we do a lot of 
things together now." 

"I agree with you that we need to do this, I agree 
(the public safety officials) should be involved, but I don't 
think they're going to do it ... not in our lifetime," Select- 
man Blanchette said. 

"Based on the current economic climate, we may 
be driven to doing things like this to keep our operations 
going," Selectman Henry said. 

"Wherever we can finds ways to do this sort of

thing, I think we should,'' Mattapoisett Town Administra- 
tor Mike Botelho added. 

At 7:43 pm the boards discussed the Old Roch- 
ester Regional School budget for FY 2010. "With the 
news coming down that we're looking at a 10 percent 
cut in local aid, we're preparing for a similar cut in the 
school budgets," Selectman Lombard said. "We've asked 
our Town Administrator to send a message to the local 
schools that we expect them to take their share of the cuts 
... taking the hit right along with the rest of us. I don't 
think we can take the full brunt of a large reduction in 
local aid and school aid. It would be nice if a message 
went out from the other two boards to the regional school 
district along the same lines." 

"I agree with you," Selectman Blanchette said. 

"We've got to face the music," Selectman Lom- 
bard said. "If we're talking about making cuts or regional- 
izing services, they should be, too." 

"We had a meeting of all Town Administra- 
tors this morning and we're all on the same page," Mr. 
LaCamera said. "Everybody is talking about a 5 to 10 
percent cut and we can't absorb it — none of us can." 

"I'm not even sure we're out of the woods for FY 
2009 yet," Mr. Dawson added. "If things are as bleak as 
they appear to be, I would not be surprised to see cuts as 
early as January of next year." 

"People are hanging on by their fingernails," Se- 
lectman Henry said. "As people are further degraded, we 
won't be able to balance the budget without major cuts ... 
that's my worry." 

In other matters, the boards discussed the possi- 
bility of hiring a shared regional grant writer. 

"Recently I read about how Westport received a 
grant to buy a light to illuminate their town sign," Select- 
man Blanchette said. "We don't seem to get a lot of grants.

so I was thinking maybe we could hire someone to write 
grants for all three towns. Maybe this person could be 
employed based on a retainer where they would be paid a 
percentage of the grants received/' 

"A really good grant writer will usually cover 
their salary and expenses with the grants they write/' Mr. 
Dawson said. "This would be a good opportunity for the 
three towns to work together." 

"I don't think there's enough grant opportunities 
for Marion alone, but with the three towns together there 
would be," Selectman Blanchette said. 

The boards agreed to have their respective Town 
Administrators get together and come up with how they 
might be able to hire a regional tri-town grant writer. 

They also discussed looking into a program now 
run by a private recycling company where the amount of 
recycling picked up at houses could be exchanged for gift 
certificates and credits. 

"There's a town where the company weighs the 
amount of recyclables picked up and they can get credits 
toward gift certificates," Selectman Collyer said. 

"We've looked into that, too, and they guarantee 
a 10 to 15 increase in recycling when the program starts," 
Rochester Selectman Brad Morse said. "The problem is it 
takes a bit to get started." 

Under Old Business, Selectman Henry handed 
out a recent Boston Globe article about the possibility of 
the towns of Hamilton and Wenham joining together and 
becoming a single municipality.

The board first approved the minutes of the De- 
cember 2 and December 8 meetings. 

The board then voted to appoint Charles "Pete" 
Smith to the Sippican Historical Commission. Mr. Smith 
has been a longtime member of the Sippican Historical 
Society, and he would be an ideal candidate for the town- 
appointed Historical Commission, according to Chairman 
Henry. 

At 7:07 pm the board continued the annual Tax 
Classification Hearing with the Board of Assessors. 

"The Board of Assessors and Board of Selectmen 
convene a classification hearing each year to determine 
the tax rate," said Assessor Ray Pickles. "As in the past, 
the Assessors are recommending a single tax rate for both 
residential and commercial property in town. I have met 
with Dr. Richard Kemp, Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee (FinCom), and he has also recommended we main- 
tain a single tax rate." 

Mr. Pickles noted the single tax remains the best 
option for Marion. 

"A split rate places an unfair burden on six per- 
cent of our taxpayers," Mr. Pickles said. "Ninety-four per- 
cent of our tax base is residential. The state recommends 
that unless your residential base drops below 85 percent, 
it's best to maintain a single tax rate." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to adopt 
a single tax rate as recommended.

on's projected tax rate is $7.87 per $1,000 of valuation. As 
such, a typical home or business valued at $300,000 would 
see an annual tax bill of $2,361. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with representatives 
of the Earth Tech engineering firm and members of the 
Marion Bike Path Committee to discuss a proposal to 
include Marion's portion of the bike path route along 
County Road as part of the reconstruction project. Earth 
Tech has been employed by Marion, Wareham and Roch- 
ester to design and engineer a reconstruction of County 
Road through their respective towns. 

"We are under contract by the three towns to do 
the ground survey, wetlands identification and mapping 
for base plans to County Road,'' said Pompeo Casale, 
PE, of Earth Tech. "County Road, as it stands today, is 
not eligible for state or federal funding. We are looking 
to get a change of classification. The existing layout that 
you have is somewhere between 40 and 50 feet, so build- 
ing a 30-foot roadway within a 50-foot layout is doable. 
MassHighway considers the four-foot shoulders adequate 
for bike accommodations. But I know that is not what the 
Bike Path Committee here in Marion would like to see." 

In recent meetings, however, the Town of Roch- 
ester has expressed no interest in including the bike path 
as part of the County Road reconstruction project and 
Wareham has balked about the additional cost and change 
in road layout. 

"We established a plan to create bike paths along

six roads in town/' said John Rockwell of the Marion Bike 
Patch Committee. "The first was Creek Road ... and weVe 
developed a pretty good process since then. We don't 
believe a town official in Wareham should be deciding 
the design for a road in Marion. I will say this is a design 
that nobody on County Road will like, because most of 
the complaints we heard was 'don't make it a race track, 
people already drive too fast.'" 

Mr. Rockwell stressed that it simply didn't make 
sense to rebuild County Road and then come back later to 
dig it up again for the planned bike path. 

"All we ask is the Town of Marion not rebuild the 
road, because if we do get money for the bike path, we'll 
have to dig it up and it doesn't make sense," Mr. Rockwell 
said. "If you send a plan to SRPEDD, it's also not going to 
make sense to them, because they're aware of the regional 
bike path project connecting Marion and Wareham." 

By including the bike path with the County Road 
project, the towns would also be able to apply for up to 90 
percent reimbursement from the state for the costs in- 
volved.

"It's my understanding there were two officials in 
Wareham — one of whom was fired — that were against 
this design, but we don't want to get boxed out/' Mr. 
Rockwell said. 

"I think Earth Tech is looking to get some clarifi- 
cation from the town as to how to proceed/' Mr. Dawson 
said. "All three towns have signed a contract with Earth 
Tech to get a change in classification in County Road." 

"I think there needs to be a meeting of the three 
towns to decide the pros and cons of reclassifying the 
road/' Mr. Casale agreed. 

"We're not adverse to the reclassification/' Mr. 
Rockwell said. 

"We've submitted a proposal to the town for a 
feasibility study to include the bike path within the estab- 
lished layout/' Mr. Casale said.

March 2 will bring Stanley Donen's Bedazzled 
(1967), "written by and starring Peter Cook and Dudley 
Moore, retelling the Faust legend in the Swinging London 
of the 1960s." The film is not rated, but is probably the 
equivalent of a PC 

The April 6 offering is Michael Ritchie's Smile 
(1975), "a satirical comedy-drama focusing on small-town 
America and its peculiarities, preoccupations, and hy- 
pocrisies. The plot revolves around the contestants and 
people involved with California's Young American Miss 
Pageant held in Santa Rosa, California." This film is rated 
PC. 

The May 4 comedy is Albert Brooks' Lost in Amer- 
ica (1985). "Brooks stars alongside Julie Hagerty as David 
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and Linda Howard, yuppies who are fed up with their 
lifestyle. They decide to take their savings and head out 
to see the country in a Winnebago, a recreational vehicle. 
The plan goes awry when Linda loses everything playing 
roulette at a casino in Las Vegas.'' The movie is rated R for 
language. 

Finally, June 1 brings Joel and Ethan Coen's The 
Hudsucker Proxy (1994), "the story of Norville Barnes (Tim 
Robbins), a naive business graduate who is installed as 
president of a manufacturing company as part 
of a stock scam.'' The movie is rated PG.

Flu Cases in Bay State 

The Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
(DPH) today announced this week that some flu activ- 
ity has begun to be seen across the state, indicating that 
flu season has begun. The announcement coincides with 
National Influenza Vaccination Week, which begins on 
December 8, and underscores the importance of getting 
vaccinated against the flu to keep healthy throughout the 
fall and winter months. 

DPH has received a total of 60 reports of positive 
influenza laboratory tests from across the state so far this 
flu season. Last year at this time, there were 100 reports of 
influenza. Seasonal flu is beginning to be seen across the 
United States as well — a total of 23 states had reported 
some level of influenza activity as of the week ending 
November 29. 

State health officials estimate that every year an 
average of 2,600 Massachusetts residents are hospitalized 
due to complications from the flu, resulting in up to 800 
deaths. It is not too late to get a flu shot even in December 
or January because flu season doesn't usually peak until 
February or March. 

"Many of these hospitalizations and deaths are 
preventable, and prevention begins with getting the flu 
vaccine," said DPH Commissioner John Auerbach. 

"The good news is that there is more influenza 
vaccine available this year than ever before in Massa- 
chusetts, and there is still time to get vaccinated," added 
Auerbach. "In Massachusetts, over 2.6 million doses of in- 
fluenza vaccine have been distributed, including 808,000 
doses of state-supplied vaccine." 

Influenza vaccine is recommended for everyone 
who wants to avoid getting the flu, or from spreading the 
flu to others. The vaccine is especially important for those 
who are at higher risk for complications from the flu, 
including: 

• Children six months to 18 years old; 

• Everyone 50 years of age and older; 

• Pregnant women; and 

• Children and adults with chronic medical con-

ditions, such as heart or lung disease, asthma, diabetes, or 
immune systems weakened by disease, such as HIV infec- 
tion, or chemotherapy. 

In addition to getting vaccinated, people can 
help protect themselves and others from the flu and other 
respiratory diseases by washing their hands often, cover- 
ing the nose and mouth when coughing or sneezing, and 
staying home from work and school when they are sick.

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The Wrestler, Starring Mickey Rourke and Marisa Tomei. Directed by 
Darren Aronof sky. Running time: 109 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Mickey Rourke is a beast in The Wrestler, though, of course, one with 
heart and soul. His character. Randy 'The Ram'' Robinson, used to be 
huge on the wrestling circuit in the '80s. Now, after countless mistakes 
and the body slams or :ime itself. Randy lives in a trailer (when not forced 
to sleep in his van when he can't make the rent) and pops painkillers 
to get through the day. He works part-time at a supermarket, lugging 
boxes back and forth. He still wrestles; the ring and the milieu itself (the 
locker room, the flea-bitten conventions where he sells memorabilia) are 
the only places he gets any respect. 

The Wrestler, written (py Robert Siegel) as an above-average washed- 
up-palooka tale and sensitively directed by Darren Aronof sky, will work 
best for you if you have any residual affection left for Mickey Rourke, 
who, like Randy seemed poised to own the '80s but then threw it all 
away. On one level, the movie is an art-house Rocky Balboa, in which 
Rourke, like Sylvester Stallone, stages a comeback parallel to his char- 
acter 's. We feel for and root for Randy (as we felt for and rooted for the 
elderly Rocky) for reasons that go well beyond the screenplay. Rourke 
napalmed his own career through arrogance, and now he returns, hungry 
and humble, wanting only to do the work. 

Randy shambles through snowy New Jersey, finding no solace in life 
outside the ring. He tries to get something going with a kindly stripper 
(Marisa Tomei), but she doesn't quite know what to make or him — is 
he into her because she's a stripper, or what? For a while, reconcilia- 
tion seems possible between Randy and his daughter, not because the 
script sells it so well but because Rourke brings a tender desperation 
to his scenes with Evan Rachel Wood, and she'd have to be made of 
stone not to respond. The movie gets a little on-the-nose when Randy 
has a heart attack in the second act, but Rourke and Aronofsky ignore 
the easy symbolism; there's a fine scene when Randy takes a shower. 



trying to protect the cellophane-wrapped gash in his chest as if it were 
a new tattoo. 

I'm always eager to learn from a movie, especially about what 
people do for a living, and The Wrestler offers some insight (which feels 
authentic) into the inner workings of wrestling: the pre-match meetings 
between "foes" to determine which moves they're going to use on each 
other; the razor blade hidden in the wrist wrap to draw one's own blood 
for effect. The punishment gets nasty at times (the staple-gun bit has 
already become infamous), but we see that for Randy, it's just a part of 
the gig, though he doesn't bounce back from the damage as quickly as 
he used to. Real life is infinitely more painful for him — sitting alone in 
his trailer, drinking himself to sleep, clinging to whatever brief contact he 
can get (the scene in which he and a neighborhood kid play a Nintendo 
game featuring a pixellated Randy "the Ram" is both funny and sad). 

With the exception of his underrated death fantasia The Fountain, 
Darren Aronofsky has always been drawn to the grit and despair of the 
down and out, starting with his debut Pi and continuing with Requiem 
for a Dream. This movie completes the trilogy, I guess; it's atypical in 
Aronfsky's portfolio in that there's nothing visually flashy about it 
whatsoever — the only pumping-up comes from '80s hair-metal songs. 
Randy's preferred personal soundtrack (the scene where Rourke does a 
barroom dance for Marisa Tomei to Ratt's "Round and Round" deserves 
to go on a greatest-hits montage of his screen work). Aronofsky keeps 
his camera steadily on his star, knowing that Rourke brings everything 
the movie needs — himself, and his intimate knowledge of failure. It's 
one of the decade's great performances.
